Bomb threat

a Grandvue receives 
community foundation 
grant for new program

Grandvue Medica! Care Facility received a $9,200 
grant from the Charlevoix County Community 
Foundation to train its employees in a new program 
that will be implemented this spring at Grandvue’s 
Horizonvue Unit. 
|  Horizonvue residents have a primary diagnosis of 
| Alzheimer’s dementia, a brain disorder that involves 
problems with thinking and memory. ; 

Grandvue’s Therese Rasch, a registered nurse, is 
looking forward to the 
implementation of a 
Montessori-based 
dementia programming 
| project. The grant from 
' CCCF has been 
beneficial in providing 
training for the GMCF 
staff who will be 
involved in the project. 

“We have been 
looking at-a way of 
letting patients have 
more of a role in their 
lives and also dea! with 
behaviors associated 
with late stages of 
dementia,” Rasch said. 

“Researches have found that this program helps 
people have purpose in meaningful activities.” 

The program takes.advantage of residents’ remain- 
ing skills to help them have a genuinely useful 
impact on their own lives and environments. 

“We are giving them the tools to do things using 
their own skills — to do things that apply to every- 
day — washing thebable, putting away laundry,” said 
Rasch. “In a nutshell, the Montessori method is a 
way for doing things that prepares a person for 
success, using hands-on manipulatives over and over 
again in everyday activities, where the results are 
visible and manageable.” 

Residents will be given activities to do such as 
basic household tasks that they will be taught to do 
over and over in close enough sequence that the 
resident will begin to recall her efforts and be able to 
add activities. : 

“We will be breaking it down and matching 
residents to activities they can do, until they build up 
to a sequence of activities resulting in a complete 
project, skill or job,” Rasch said. 

She said that the disorder is such that many. 
residents may not be able to remember where they 


hive, but most can still read. So some of the tasks may 


involve reading skills, such as putting laundry into 
dresser drawers that have cue cards: “shirts,” 
“socks,” etc. 

“Almost everything we do here is to take care of 
our residents,” Rasch said. “But we leave them with 
nothing to do. They have nothing left — neteven the 
words to express their boredom, helplessness and 
frustration.” 

“There will be a lot of hard work between now and 

: the kick-off date,” Rasch said. The plan is to have 

‘- implementation in place the first of March. “We will 
be going from neighborhood to neighborhood (units 
in Horizonvue) to really identify skills that each 

i resident had before dementia onset. We will try and 

| find activities that may have been their identity.” 

; | Employees at Horizonvue have wondered where 
the time will come from. It is Rasch’s hope that as

residents gain physical and mental skilis, they will 
eventually help decrease the workload on employees. 

“Primarily, we are hoping to restore dignity and 
enjoyment of life,” Rasch said. “We are not expecting 
huge turn-arounds in the lives of late-stage patients. But 
we want to tet them have a role.” 

Rasch said that they are looking at how to change the 
whole structure of the day, engaging residents in 
activities, from structured activities to basic things like 
personal hygiene. , 

“The potential is limitless. The work will be in 
finding what works — things that are tied to something 
real. A positive memory. A real skill. This is not just 
going to be an ‘activity-of-the-day.’ We will be evaluat- 
ing it as we go,” said Rasch. ‘““We want to make sure we « 
aren’t neglecting latent skills while we tend to disabili- 
ties and meet needs. But some things residents should 
be participating in.” 

The grant itself covers 
education of the staff. It 
covered half the total 
payroll costs for 21 
employees for two days’ 
training, for start-up 
supplies, including $1,000 
towards a laminator to be 
used in reading and 
labeling activities, and it 
covered some of the cost 
for the rest of the demen- 
tia staff to participate ina 
two-hour training session. 

The initial. training was ° 
provided by a trainer from 
Myers Institute in Beechwood, OH, the cost of which 
was paid by the grant. 

“We wanted to get the training directly from the 
developers,” said Rasch. “We wanted to get their input 
on design and implementation.” 

The grant. Rasch said, is also providing seed money 
to train the entire staff. There will be on-going two-hour 
sessions until all of the staff is trained. 

“Most of the costs are in education,” she said. 
Without county funding, Rasch said GMCF could not 


have afforded the necessary training. 


Another benefit of the program, according to Rasch, 


iis that it will give family members something to do on 


visits. They can be trained in the program so that they 
can assist their loved ones in performing activities. 
“Sometimes children can be especially helpful — 
while they learn from their grandparents,” Rasch said. 
~We just need to get our hands off and their hands on.”

claims for water damage, often 
-occurring when the house was empty 
for periods of time. 

“Claims from broken washing machine 
hoses, trozen pipes — sometimes we totalled 
houses out because of water damage,” he.said. 
“1 wondered why people didn’t shut the water 
off before they left, But sometimes people don’t 
know how to shut it off if it’s city water, or it's 
just too difficult.” 

So Goodenough got to thinking. What if you 
could just shut the water off with a switch by 
the back door — like turning off a light? Then 
if the pipes froze, the water damage would be 
limited to the water remaining in the pipes, not 
a whole flood. But what if it happened in the 
middle of the night when you were home? 
What if you left and forgot to switch the water 
off? ? 

From a remote control solenoid that allowed 
water to be conveniently turned off, 
Goodenough began to think about a water 
sensor. 

He came up with this solution: The home- ' 
owner selects a time limit, varied toieet his or 
her household needs and sets a timer accord- 
ingly. If the water flows through the pipes 
longer than the time allocated, it would 
interpret that as a problem and shut the water 
off. If the water stopped within the allotted 


. : the thing once he figured it all out. And then there 
was the naming dilemma. 

He and his business partner, Dave Shetterly, an 
engineer, were brainstorming for a name, and 
Shetterly came up with NOAH. And then - 
Goodenough’s daughter-in-law, Michelle said, “It - 
means No One At Home,” and the device was 
christened. 

- Goodenough applied for a patent in 2002, and it 
was 22 months before the patent was granted. 

“‘T felt like an expectant father,” Goodenough 
said. In fact a similar patent had been applied for 
in 1989, but the owner didn’t keep it current and 
eventually it became public domain. 

“We were able to use parts of his patent and 
add our own improvements,” Goodenough said. 
“T learned a lot about patent law and how expen- 
sive it is. It cost $4,000 and most of that was 
attorney fees to make sure it’s just perfect. He 
applied attorney-talk and out it came — I didn’t 
even recOgnize some of the wording once it was 
done.” 

Shetterly and Goodenough are manufacturing 
NOAH in Shetterly’s garage in Boyne City. 
Goodenough wanted to make sure-it was made 
locally. He had an opportunity to sell the licens- 
ing to an outside manufacturer, but that wasn’t his 
vision. 

“] wanted to do it locally and hopefully 
someday create jobs,’ Goodenough said. “I

secondary radio service for the East Jordan emergency 
medical service. 

According to Jay Peck, director of East Jordan EMS, 


the tower lease will create a cost-savings for EJ EMS, as_ 


it will provide for non-emergent communication and will 
limit the need for pagers. 

“The city approved a lease on the tower, and the East 
Jordan Ambulance Association donated close to $5,000 
to buy the antenna and radios that would allow the new 
communications,” said Peck. Z ; 

In addition, city manager Dave White presented a bud- 
get proposal for the board’s review, to be discussed at the 
next meeting. : 

According to Postma, each council member is requested 
to answer a series of questions about the budget, includ- 
ing which items he or she feels’ could be most and least 
able to bear cuts and what they would like to see in re- 
serve at year end.

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A look back | 
over 127 years 


(Editor’s note: Some of you may have noticed on the 
Sront page that with this issue the Citizen-Journal be- 
gins its 127th year of publishing. You would have found 
that in the upper right corner just above the single-copy 
price where it reads: Volume 127, No. 1. To celebrate 


the occasion, we are printing a brief history of the pa-- 


per- how it started and the many owners who have nur- 
tured the business over the past 127 years.) 


Williams Mears, a man of many enterprises and one of 
the community’s leading civic figures, launched publica- 
tion history in Boyne when on March 11, .1881, he pub- 
lished the community’s first newspaper, a 4-sheet tabloid 
entitled “The Standard.” ; 

The weekly appeared almost regularly, every week as 
“The Standard” until 1883 when Mears, due-to his many 
interests, sold out to a young printer fromHarbor Springs, 
Phillip A. Badour. - 

. Badour’s first project was to change the name of “The 
Standard” to “The Statesman” and continue to shuttle the 
enterprise around the business district. The Standard was 
first published at the southeast corner of River and Lake 
streets at the mouth of the Boyne River. Then it moved to 
Water Street, from there to the northeast corner of Park 
and Water streets then to a site in 1886 on Lake Street 
when Miley and Chapin bought the paper from Badour 
and named it “The Boyne Citizen” on Sept. 3, 1886. 

Two years later James R. Campbell purchased Miley’s 
interest and continued in partnership with Chapin until 
1889 when F.M. Chase purchased Chapin’s interest. Chase 
was only with the Citizen a few months when Warren 
Wood purchased his interest and the paper was published 
by Campbell and Wood. In 1894 Wayne E. Morris bought 
the énterprise and moved it to the Lewis building on the 
south side of Ray Street between Park and Lake where it 
was published until 1900 when Sim R. Wilson bought the 
paper. 

Wilson moved the plant shortly after to new quarters at 
310 S. Lake. In 1906 Wilson sold to George Baxter who 
continued to operate at the same location until 1910 when 
the Boyne City Publishing Co. was organized with L.H. 
White and Joseph Adendifer as principal stockholders. 

The purpose of the new organization was to place the 
operation of the Evening Journal, a daily, and the Boyne 
Citizen, the weekly, under a single roof and cut operating 
costs. The enterprise was moved to the Oddfellow Temple. 
The publishing company hired an unfortunate chap by 
the name of Worthing who was editor briefly. Editor's: be- 
gan to fall into enterprise like raindrops. Following in rapid 
succession were a Mr. Brown, a Mr. Moyer (who doubled 
as leader of the Boyne City Marine Band), a George-Kent 
and a Mr. Southerland — all in a four-year period. 

In 1914, the Boyne City Publishing Company bought 
out the Boyne City Times, a rival firm published by Will 
Griffin who became the Citizen editor. In 1915, W. Ray 
Baker became editor, and in 1917, he followed Griffin to 
a publishing enterprise in Detroit. E.E. Ormsby then be- 
came editor until 1926 when Clarke Haire, who had be- 
come a major stockholder, took over the duties as editor 
and publisher. 

In 1928, he moved the plant from the IOOF Halt to 108 
Water St. where the printing business was conducted un- 
til 1937 when Haire died and the business was purchased 
by W. Ray Baker, its former editor, and Guy B. Baker and 
his wife, Agnes, both of whom had worked in the backshop 
of the Citizen for many years. 

In February of 1938, the Citizen was moved to 110 S. 
Lake St. 

In 1949, Guy Baker died, and A. G. Smith, a “native 
son” ex-Lieut. Comidr. in the Navy, and graduate of the 
Michigan State University School of Journalism became 
its editor, while Mrs. Baker continued as publisher until 
1960 when Mr. Smith and his wife, Margaret, a native of 
Beaver Island, bought the business. 

The Smiths’ three sons, Gregory, Michael, and Timo- 
thy, all assisted in “getting out the shget.” Their staff in- 


: cluded Thomas Gerlock, foreman; Guy Bester, linotypist 
. and printer; Phil Johnson, pressman; Mrs. Shirley Win- 
“net, bookkeeper; Dave Hetler, apprentice. 


-Expariding the operations of the Citizen, the Smiths, in 


_ 1962 bought the hull of-the former Cass and’Don’s Bar 
_ which had burned, cleared the wreckage and in 1964 com- 
pleted a new building to double floor space of the enter- 


prise from 1,200 feet to 2,800 feet. In the same-year, they 


- installed a complete offset printing plant and set up an 


office supply store for the convenience of local business 
and industry, 2. 0) xe 
The expansion marked the first major innovation in 


printing processes in the community since the first linotype . 


machine was brought here in the early 1900s. 
The firm published a special Walloon Lake News sec-
